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California Typhoid Fever Rate Lowest History 


The typhoid fever mortality rate for California 
was lowered still farther in 1929. For the first time 
in the history of the state, fewer than 100 deaths 
from this disease were recorded. There were but 95 
typhoid deaths in this state last year, and the rate 


fell to 2.3 per hundred thousand population. The 


downward trend in typhoid fever has been almost 
steadily consistent for a long period of years. There 
was a very slight increase in the year 1917 and again 
in 1924, when a serious milk-borne outbreak occurred 
whieh involved a very large number of cases and 
deaths. Outbreaks of typhoid fever due to contam- 
inated water supplies seldom occur in this state, 
however. Not a single epidemic due to this source 
has occurred in California in the past six years, but 
an oceasional outbreak due to infected milk supply 
oeeurs. The general purity of public water supplies 
now constitutes a tremendous factor in the production 
of the low typhoid fever death rate. 
dependent, to a large extent, upon service streams 
for its water supplies, and in view of this fact it is 
remarkable that a low typhoid fever mortality rate 
nas been obtained. 

As a matter of fact, typhoid fever has been reduced 
‘o so great an extent that a single outbreak may con- 
stitute a serious factor in wrecking the excellent 
record that has been made. Because this disease has 
deen brought so near to the vanishing point, makes 
the exercise of preventive measures of great impor- 
tance. The various communities of California have

cooperated in making possible the achievement of 
this enviable record. Continued vigilance at all 
future times will enable California to maintain this 
record indefinitely. 

The successful warfare against this preventable 
disease constitutes one of the greatest achievements 
of public health in this state. With the many attri- 
butes for control that are now available, there is no 


reason why California should not have the lowest 


typhoid mortality rate of any state in the Union. 
In 1929, no deaths from typhoid fever occurred in 
the unincorporated districts of the following counties:

AUTOMOBILE DEATHS INCREASE TWENTY 
PER CENT 


A total of 2243 individuals were killed by automo- 
biles in 1929 as compared with 1869 individuals who 
lost their lives from this cause in 1928. This repre- 
sents an increase of 20 per cent in automobile deaths; 
the increase in number of such deaths was 374. In 
1928 there were 1719 deaths from accidents which 
involved automobiles only, while in 1929 there were 
2058 deaths in similar accidents. This is an increase 
of 339 deaths in accidents which involved automobiles. 
A similar inerease is noted in accidents in which 
automobiles and railroads are involved, 125 such 
deaths having occurred in 1929 as compared with 95 
such deaths in 1928. The increase in accidents involv- 
ing automobile and street cars is not so conspicuous, 
60 such deaths having occurred in (‘1929 as against 59 
such deaths in 1928. 

In 1929, 267 children under 15 ears of age were 
killed in automobile accidents. In 1928, 224 such 
children were killed in similar accidents. About 12 


per cent of all deaths occurring in automobile acci- 


dents, in both 1928 and 1929, were children under 
15 years of age. There was one death from automobile 
accidents to every 1000 motor vehicles registered in 
California.

NO SHORT CUT TO MENTAL HEALTH 


Rules do not make mental hygiene. Admonitions 


o ‘“Cheer up,’’ ‘Think pleasant thoughts,’’ ‘‘Don’t 


worry’’ are not enough to relieve maladjustments. 
They are merely depressing to some people, irritating 
to others, and helpful to a very few. 

There are no royal roads or short cuts to learning 
in this subject. To impart mental health effectively 
both teacher and taught should have behind them a 
reasonable measure of life experience, some knowledge 
of their fellow men, and an element of adaptability 
that will make it possible to apply to themselves, with- 


out too much emotional bias, the material being 


taught. The difficulty in finding all these things in 
any number of people at the same place and time 
makes well nigh impossible the classroom methods of 
teaching mental hygiene. Every person is pretty 
much a ease unto himself and the important subject 
must be handled accordingly.

. CROSS CONNECTIONS AT SWIMMING POOLS

Resolved, That water added to any swimming pool 


.. Swimming pool piping system anywhere along its 


course, from a public water supply system, shall be 
added overhead with a free overfall and no cross 
connection shall be made between the swimming pool 
piping and the public water supply piping. ) 


RESOLUTION urvedien LABELING OF RIPE 
OLIVES 


The State Board of Public Health, at its regular 
meeting held in San Francisco, April 12, 1930, passed 
the following resolution relative to labeling of ripe 
olives which are sold in bulk: 

All bulk ripe olives shall be held in kegs or barrels 
in a brine solution containing as a minimum two and 
one-half (2.5) per cent salt (10% brine). 

All barrels or kegs containing ripe olives shall 
have a label affixed thereto bearing the following 
statement : 

The contents of this keg or barrel shall not be held 
or preserved in closed or sealed glass jars or tins.
